We entered a public- 
house and called for three litres of wine for the two, which is not 
too much for men who are very thirsty and who do not drink water. 
Tam not a drunkard, but in my childhood I was bit by a mad dog, 
and have ever since had a horror of water, We began to read a 
little journal, Democratique et Sociale, published once a week,’ — 
Letellier: Une feuille de DROMADAIRE, quoi ?”’—Benoit: “If 
you interrupt my pleadings I will Jay down my brief. We were 
very thirsty, as I have had the honour to inform the tribunal. I 
called the waiter by thumping on the table with a bottle; I broke 
it, and yet the waiter did not hear, I then thumped with another 
bottle, and broke that, for the glass, it seems, was bad. Still no 
waiter. I got angry, and threw a piece of the bottle at the looking- 
glass, and broke that, too, for it was as thin as a wafer—mere 
camelotte. Then came the gendarmes, a corps that I respect, TI 
offered them a glass of wine, but they refused; and my friend, 
becoming indignant, exclaimed, ‘En ‘v’la des pierrots!’? and I 
added, ‘ A bas les Carlistes! Vive la République!’ which, in my 
opinion, was acting the part of a good citizen at a time when the 
reactionists are trying to keep up the duty upon wine. And now 
T have told you the plain truth, Huissier, je vous demanderai un 
verre d’eau sucrée,” Notwithstanding this eloquent speech the 
tribunal sentenced these amateur Sweepers (for such they styled 
themselves) to a week's imprisonment. 

The other day at Libourne, near Bordeaux, a certain rabid Socialist 
ran up a bill with a tavern-keeper, Being pressed for payment, he 
called to his room ‘mine host,” and, pointing to his saddle-bags, 
“T have there,”’ he said, “treasures beyond value; they are 
destined to make any human being, and, in particular, publicans, 
happy and wealthy. You are worthy to possess them.” ‘The 
honest Boniface understood him in the most literal sense; he 
believed the bag contained heaps of five-frane pieces; he rushed 
to the table and signed the receipt to the tavern-bill, which had the 
length ofa tailor’s measure, for your Socialists like to live well 
at other people’s expense. ‘The bags were opened; but, alas! 
instead of de l’argent, he found nothing except a pile of small 
tracts—‘t Almanachs du Peuple,” ‘Le Bonheur du Peuple 
assuré,”” Socialisme et Philosophie,” * Nabuchadnosor le premier 
Socialiste,” “ Ryalité des Cuisiniers et des Marmitons,” and the 
other precious literature of the Faubourgs, all exceedingly useful 
to wrap up candles or tobacco, The innkeeper was furious, and 

ut the Socialist on the wrong side of the door. He went away 
indignant at the ingratitude of mankind—still owing his tavern- bill, 
a debt of 8f. advanced him by the innkeeper, and forgetting to 
restore a handkerchief lent him by one of the Servants, He then 
took to preaching in the streets, was arrested by the police, and, 
at his trial, the tribunal shawed itself equally ungrateful and stupid 
as the age—by condemning him for his accumulated virtues to one 
year’s imprisonment, 40 franes fine, and the costs, So much for 
Socialism in the loyal south !

Tenriric Gas Exr.oston,—At an eatly hout on 
Saturday morning last, a most alarming and destructive explosion 
of ¢oal gas t66k place on the premises of the Sheffield Union Work- 
house, Kelham-street. The account of the catastrophe will be 
betiér utiderstood if prefaced by a description of the premises. The 
vast pile of buildings which constitute the workhouse are bounded 
on the west side by Kelham-street, fronting to which are the 
numerous offices of the union clerk, the relieving officers, the 
assistant overseer, &c., consisting of basement story and first floor 
It is not many years since the buildings were erected, Of the 
grouud floor, next to the streét, is a long enttance-hall, and at the 
rear of it there is a row of offices, commenting at the south énd 
with the rooms of Mr, Watkiiison, the union elerk; next comes the 
cominittee-room, and then a séties of smaller offices, All these 
rooms have doors opening into the hall, and ate lighted by Windows 
on the same side, as well a8 on the opposité side, looking into a 
courtyard The upper story is somewhat similarly arranged, having 
a hall in front, flanked by a line of offices. On the morning in ques- 
tion a woman named Eliza Lister (not an inmate of the establish- 
ment), who cleans out the offices daily, commenced her accustomed 
duties as usual about half-past six’0’clock. In the first instance 
she lighted the gas in the committee-room and in the front apart- 
ment of the union elerk’s rooms. While cleaning the lattér rooms 
a than was engaged lighting a fire in the committee-room. Having 
finished the two rooms with which she commenced, and extinguished 
the gas, she next proceeded to the committeé-room, which the man 
had by this time left, She entered at a side door from Mr. Watkin- 
son’s front room, and had no sooner got into the committee- 
room than a violent explosion occurred within, succeeded 
instantaneously by a huge volume of flame which filled the apart- 
ment, The force of the concussion blew the woman violently 
back into the room she had quitted just previously, and_pro- 
strated her on the floor, and the flame ignited her dress. 
The effect of the explosion was terrific. So loud was the report, 
and with so much violence were the buildings agitated, that the 
greatest terror prevailed among the inmates of the workhouse, a 
number of whom were speedily on the qui vive. The unfortunate 
room-cleaner—happily the only one who suffered corporeally by the 
accident—was found by Mr. Brammall, one of the resident officers, 
with her clothes ignited, and but for timely succour she would 
probably have been very seriously burnt, She was soon placed 
beyond the reach of danger, and it was ascertained that her injuries 
were not so extensive as to be considered dangerous. The origin 
of the explosion is at once remarkable and interesting for the 
warning itconyeys. The committee-room, like several other rooms, 
is lighted by a sliding pendant attached to the ceiling. In this 
kind of apparatus the vertical tube is filled with water, to prevent 
the escape of the gas, and is required to be kept full of liquid, 
otherwise when drawn down there is an escape ofgas, The solution 
of the mystery is that the office-cleaner, when she lighted the gas, 
drew this pendant quite down, and, the water within it being 
deficient, the consequence was a rapid and copious escape of gas, 
which by reason of its buoyancy accumulated at the top of the room 
till the volume became so large that it reached the gaslight below 
and then exploded. Workmen in different departments are busily 
engaged at the Workhouse in all parts of the damaged premises, 
hastening on the work of restoration. 


DianouicaL Cruetty.—A valuable hunter (says the 
Newcastle Journal), the property of J. 8S. D. Selby, Esq., of Ches- 
wick, was found one night last week to have been cruelly wounded, 
one of its eyes having been actually scooped out, An alarm was 
raised during the night by the servant lad, who slept in a room 
above the stable, who stated that he had heard a noise below, and 
on going down had encountered some thieves, with whom he hada 
struggle, in the course of which his hands had sustained some 
injury. The animal at the time, too, was found to be missing, and 
the harness in the harness-room was observed to be much deranged.

It is the business of this azge—and will be even more the 
business of the next—to unlearn those.errors which society 
naturally contracts in, times of commotion and in passing 
through extreme changes of opinion, ‘The blackened character 
of Robespierre, after standing for the impersonation of every 
wickedness, shows some traits of worth under the more dis. 
passionate handling of recent authors. Every new book that 
re-collects for us the res gesta of early times convinces us that 
what we have called the dark ages of the Christian era were 
not so dark as wé have believed; by cotisequence we learn, 
too, that our own progress has not been quite so great. There 
is not the difference of adult age from infancy betwixt us and 
our ancestors. Granting their-full share of the shortcomings 
of human nature, we must grant them algo a better prosperity 
than our own, as the result of their simplicity, if we must call 
it 60; and Mrs. Green’s book, ati admirable digest, tends 
powerfully to the same conclusions. ‘To come more imme- 
diately to what concerns our readers, they will find additional 
proof in these volumes that women are not now to have a 
stage cleared for the free play of their talents for the first time. 
The heroism, the gentleness, and wisdom of woman in her 
hours of trial are beautifully exemplified in these lives; and, 
in point of fact, we have nothing public in the world that is 
passing around us to equal that ‘dark age’? which they 
illustrate. ‘ j : 

We have not yet done justice to Mrs. Green's execution of 
her task. Her narrative is conspicuous for clearness of detail, 
What she describes, too, has the effect of a portrait. Take the 
‘following for instance :— 

THE COUNTESS OF BOULOGNE. 

“The Flemish costume for which the Lady Mary had exchanged 
her robe of serge and sable veil, as we sce it depicted in the seals of 
her sister-in-law Margaret Countess of Flanders and Hainault, and 
in that of her daughter Ida, was simple and graceful. The hair 
parted in braids on the forehead, and flowing unconfined down the 
shoulders, was surmounted by a very small cap, fitting close to the 
head, bordered with a single row of pearls, and a long veil floating 
behind, The dress was worn either fulled into a band at the neck, 
and then flowing in loose folds to the feet, confined only by a girdle 
at the waist, or else it was of the jacket form, fitting tight to the 
bust, a little opened at the neck, with a full embroidered skirt, and 
a long scarf hanging loosely on the shoulders. ‘The former of these 
was the more ordinary dress—the latter, the costume adopted for 
riding, which was a favourite exercise of the ladies of that age: the 
falcon perched on the left wrist was the indication of high rank.” 

The story of the Lady Mary, like many other facts in these 
lives, is curious as a proof that the thunders of the church 
Were not so omnipotent as we have been taught to believe 
them.

Materials—Scarlet and white Berlin wool, six skeins of each, and 


one skein of scarlet crochet silk, Penelope crochet No, 2. 


With scarlet wool make a chain of 119 stitches, and work a

eminent attribute, He asked not to lift up the veil over the 
statue in the temple of Neitha: or, in other words, in that 
temple which the thoughtful man constructs within his own 
bosom : he was satisfied to believe in the * all that has 
heen, is, or will be"; to agcept the conviction of revelation : 
and to know that faith is aevounted for rightoaugness. Spirit.

Terriric Gas Expiosron.—At an eatly hour on 
Satiitday riorning last, a most alarming and destructive explosion 
of eoul gas tovk place on the premises of the Sheffield Union Work: 
holise, Kelham-street, The account of the catastrophe will be 
better utiderstood if prefaced by a description of the premises. The 
Vast pile of buildings which constitute the workhouse are bounded 
oh the west side by Kelham-street, fronting to which are the 
numerous offices of the union clerk, the relievifig Officers, the 
assistant overseer, &c., consisting of basement stofy and first floor. 
It is not many years since the buildings were eretted. Of the 
ground floor, next to the street, is A long entrance-hall, and at the 
rear of it there is a rdw of offices, commenting at the south end 
with the rooms of Mr, Watkinson, the union élerk; next comes the 
committee-room, ard then a defied of smaller offers, All these 
rooms have doors opening into the hall, and ate lighted by windows 
on the same side, as well as on the opposite side, looking into a 
courtyard. The upper story is somewhat similarly arranged, having 
a hall in front, flanked by a line of offices. On the morning in ques- 
tion a woman named Eliza Lister (not an inmate of the establish- 
ment), who cleans out the offices daily, commenced her accustomed 
duties as usual about half-past six o’clock, In the first’ instance 
she lighted the gas in the committee-room and in the front apart- 
ment of the union clerk’s rooms, While cleaning the latter rooms 
a man was engaged lighting a fire in the committee-room. Having 
finished the two rooms with which. she commenced, and extinguished 
the gas, she next proceeded to the comimitteé-room, which the man 
had by this time left, She entered at a side door from Mr. Watkin- 
son’s front room, and had no sooner got into the committeec- 
room than a violent explosion occurred within, succeeded 
instantaneously by a huge volume of flame which filled the apart- 
ment. The force of the concussion blew the woman violently 
back into the room she had quitted just previously, and_pro- 
strated her on the floor, and the flame ignited her dress, 
The effect of the explosion was terrific. So loud was the report, 
and with so much violence were the buildings agitated, that the 
greatest terror prevailed among the inmates of the workhouse, a 
number of whom were speedily on the gui vive. The unfortunate 
room-cleaner—happily the only one who suffered corporeally by the 
accident—was found by Mr. Brammall, one of the resident officers, 
with her clothes ignited, and but for led succour she would 
probably have been very seriously burnt. She was soon placed 
beyond the reach of danger, and it was ascertained that her injuries 
were not so extensive as to be considered dangerous. The origin 
of the explosion is at once remarkable and interesting for the 
warning itconveys. The committee-room, like several other rooms, 
is lighted by a sliding pendant attached to the ceiling. In this 
kind of apparatus the vertical tube is filled with water, to prevent 
the escape of the gas, and is required to be kept full of liquid, 
otherwise when drawn down there is an escape of gas. The solution 
of the mystery is that the office-cleaner, when she lighted the gas, 
drew this pendant quite down, and, the water within it being 
deficient, the consequence was a rapid and copious escape of gas, 
which by reason of its buoyancy accumulated at the top of the room 
till the volume became so large that it reached the gaslight below 
and then exploded. Workmen in different departments are busily 
engaged at the workhouse in all parts of the damaged premises, 
hastening on the work of restoration.

It is the business of this age—and will be even more the 
business of the next—to unlearn those errors which society 
naturally contracts in times of commotion and in passing 
through extreme changes of opinion. ‘The blackened character 
of Robespierre, after standing for the impersonation of every 
wickedness, shows some traits of worth under the more dis- 
passionate handling of recent authors, Every new book that 
re-collects for us the res gesta of early times convinces us that 
what we have called the dark ages of the Christian era were 
not so dark as We have believed; by consequence we learn, 
too, that our own progress has not been quite so great. There 
is not the difference of adult age from infancy betwixt us and 
our ancestors, Granting their full share of the shortcomings 
of human nature, we must grant them also a better prosperit 
than our own, as the result of their simplicity, if we must call 
it so; and Mrs, Green’s book, an admirable digest, tends 
powerfully to the same conclusions, To come more imme- 
diately to what concerns our readers, they will find additional 
proof in these volumes that women are not now to have a 
stage cleared for the free play of their talents for the first time. 
The heroism, the gentleness, and wisdom of woman in her 
hours of trial are beautifully exemplified in these lives ; and, 
in point of fact, we have nothing public in the world that is 
passing around us to equal that “dark age’’ which they 
illustrate. ; : 

We have not yet done justice to Mrs. Green’s execution of 
her task, Her narrative is conspicuous for clearness of detail, 
What she describes, too, has the effect of a portrait. ‘Take the 
following for instance :— 

THE COUNTESS OF BOULOGNE. 

“The Flemish costume for which the Lady Mary had exchanged 
her robe of serge and sable veil, as we see it depicted in the seals of 
her sister-in-law Margaret Countess of Flanders and Hainault, and 
in that of her daughter Ida, was simple and graceful. The hair 
parted in braids on the forehead, and flowing unconfined down the 
shoulders, was surmounted by a very small cap, fitting close to the 
head, bordered with a single row of pearls, anda long veil floating 
behind. The dress was worn either fulled into a band at the neck, 
and then flowing in loose folds to the feet, confined only by a girdle 
at the waist, or else it was of the jacket form, fitling tight to the 
bust, a little opened at the neck, with a full embroidered skirt, and 
a long searf hanging Joosely on the shoulders. ‘Lhe former of these 
was the more ordinary dress—the latter, the costume adopted for 
riding, which was a favourite exercise of the ladies of that age: the 
falcon perched on the left wrist was the indication of high rank.” 

The story of the Lady Mary, like many other facts in these 
lives, is curious as a proof that the thunders of the church 
were not so omnipotent as we have been taught to believe 
them, In fact, instances are numerous in which her children 
violated her most stringent laws with impunity.

At last she 
chances to overhear a conversation, in which he indignantly repu-. 


diates the idea of marrying her. She thereupon, with an almost 


broken heart, declares him free. Shortly after, he falls in with her 
half-sister Alice, whose timidity, ladylike softness, and retiring shy- 
ness are well contrasted with the grander but hore prononed cha- 
racter of Bianca. The dominant vices of Conrad’s nature have now 
uncontrolled mastery. His idolatry of Bianca stood him in some 
stead till he turned to another idol—the idol of self. Selfishness 
and vanity drive him from folly and meanness into gross, delibe- 
ratesin,”’ Alice, Bryant’s wife, is the intended victim. “On the eve 
of her flight Bryant unexpectedly returns; a terrible scene ensues; 
and the misguided Alice dies, heart-broken, in her hasvand’s arms, 
Conrad exhibits all the wretched extravagances of a weak, selfish, 
but not yet hardened youth. He is tortured by conscience and 
weary of life; and at last is respited from the agonies of retlection 
by a brain fever. Bianca, with a true woman's pity, nurses him, 
and he recovers, And then the egotism, which had been his beset- 
ting sin through life, makes him fancy himself‘ called’ to convert 
his injured benefactress from the error of her ways, and to lead her 
‘into the right way before she dies.’ Like most very weak men, 
who suddenly become what is technically called ‘good,’ he adopts 
some heterodox form of ascetic superstition, and retires from the 
scene: aptly illustrating one of the many profound remarks of the 
authoress, that ‘everything that centres in self, even if it be the 
saving of our ownsoul, makes a very barren, uninteresting result.’ 
Bianea expresses a natural surprise at this new phase of Cenrad’s 
character ; attributes it to fanaticism ; remains true to her own clear 
conscience, and with calm steadfastness devotes herself to that pur- 
suit which she has found, by many unmistakable proofs, to be her 
true calling, and has long considered to be her plain path of duty, 
She goes through much suffering, mental and bodily, becomes pre- 
eminent in her art, but gradually finds that the human or, at all 
events, the female lreart is too manifold in its sympathies and its 
cravings to be satisfied with mere intellectual excellence or artistic 
attainment, and leaves the stage to beeome the wife of a Lord 
Melton, a young nobleman who has won her love and secured her 
esteem by a generous, respectful, sincere devotion.” 

After some further remarks the writer says :—‘‘ We shall now 
attempt to give some notion of what seems to be the ‘theory’ of 
the book. It exemplifies the contrast between freedom and reality, 
as represented by Bianca, and constraint and conventionality, as 
instanced in Alice, ‘he former is taught by that stern schoolmis- 
tress, Necessity; the latter by the ordinary routine methods putro- 
nized by wealth and fashion, The results correspond with the 
systems. Necesalty, who is a despot but not a dogmatist, forces all 
her pupils to work pa all their might under the penalties of dis- 
grace or statvation. But she ties them to no rules and gives them 
no help. ‘They must find out for themselves what their faculties are, 
and how they may best be used. Routine, on the other hand, isa 
dogmatist as well as a despot. It has fixed rules end arbitrary 
forms, and set tasks and conventional means. All the pupils are 
urged and aided alike; but the result is meagre, simply because 
nature refuses to appropriate that with which it has no affinity. The 
pupil of necessity grows up an earnest, strenuous reality; the pupil 
of routine becomes at best a pleasing puppet.”

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THE LATE QUEEN DOWAGER. 
SERMON OF THE REV. H, MACKENZIE, M.A. 

It is, perhaps, not penta known that the extensive parish of 
St, Martin-in-the-Fields includes within its boundaries Marlborough- 
house, the late royal residence of the lamented Queen Dowager, 
and a large portion of Buckingham Palace. It was probably on 
this account that the vicar, the Rev. Henry Mackenzie, M.A., took 
occasion on Sunday, in his sermon, to refer to THE LOSS THE 
NATION GENERALLY, AND HIS OWN PARISH IN PARTICULAR, HAD 
SUSTAINED BY THE DECEASE OF THIS ILLUSTRIOUS LADY. The

CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT. 

The December session of the Central Criminal Court commenced on Mon- 
day morning before'the Right Hon. the Lord Mayor, the Common bev pet 
Aldermen flunter, Finnis, and Carden; the Sheriffs, Messrs. Law aed Ne 
Nicoll; the Under Sheriffs, Messrs. Millard and W ire; and the ustal Jity 
officers, ‘he calendar contains the names of 109 prisouers for trial at the 
present session.—The Common Sergeant, when the grand jury A ey 
sworn, proceeded to deliver a brief charge to them, He said, i : ao : 
only fourteen days had elapsed since the last session, it was proba sae vt 
the grand jury would have to consider the cases of not fewer than : ae 
soners, and he observed that it was difficult to account for the existence “ 
stich an cnormous amount of crime, although certainly the great major ity o 
the cases were of a trifling character, and there were very few that required 
any observation from him, 

THE ATTEMPTED PARRICIDE AT CHISWICK. : 

Otp Count.-— Before Mr. Jastice Coleridge and Mr, Baroa Rolfe.) — 
Henry Bathurst Monkhouse, 29, 9 determingd-looking young pee ed 
arraigned upon an indictment, the first count of which charged i wi : 
the capital offence of discharging a loaded pistol at John Farmer Ronienente, 
with intent tomurder him ; and two other counts with the minor offence of 
committing the same act with inteut to do the prosecutor grievous hodily 
harm, orto maim and dis sble him. Mux. Bodkin conducted the prosecution ; 
Mr, Ballantine and Mr. Huddlestone appeared for the prisoner. The pare 
ticulars of this offence have been for soine time before the public.—Mr. 
Justice Coleridge concluded his very forcible address by observing :~ Upon 
some real or imaginary grievance the prisoner had deliberately armed him- 
self with two loaded pistols, and, having gone to the house of his father ata 
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time when he knew he should find him helpless and unsuspecting, had dis~ 
charged both the weapons at him, and had left him upon the ground bathed 
in his blood and apparently dead. Human nature shuddered at such an act, 
‘and it was one which could hardly be considered. possible unless proved, as 
in the present instance, by the clearest possible testimony. Under these 
circumstances the court felt it had no alternative but to pass upon hima 
sentence that would remove him from this econntry, and fora very long 
period. —The prisoner was then sentenced to be transported for 15 years. 
A BAD HUSBAND.—CHARGE OF STABBING. 

At the Mansion-house, on Saturday last, Amma Hatfield was bronght 
before Alderman Carden, upon the charge of having cut her husband with 
a knife in the lower part of the cheek.—The complainant, who appeared to 
be an ailing nervous man, said his wife was so elever at her needle and 
tambour work as to be employed by the highest families in the metropolis; 
but she had a propensity to drink, which neither example nor sickness could 
overcome. She had lately exercised all her authority over him in such a 
manner that he conld no longer work at home at his business as a ladies? 
shoemaker, After haying, by her drunken freaks, deprived him of his 
situation, she called upon him one evening, and took hold of a knife and 
said, ‘As T have begun with you, f£ shail do for on,” and regularly cut at 
him, The knife, luckily, did not penetrate far intd the flesh, but the witness 
was much horrified at the attempt, and the collar of his shirt was ¢overed 
with blood, and he nearly fainted. A yonng man who lodged in the house, 
having heard the seuflle, interfered and preyented further mischief.—The 
prisoner said her husband had deserted her and his child, and she called 
upon him in vain for a little money, and upon one oceasion he had given her 
a pair of black eyes, through which she could not see for some time.— 
Alderman Carden: Is it the fact, complainant, that you gave your wife 
black eyes 2—Witness (pondering): Why, yes; I think I did blacken her 
eyes, your worship. Iam sorry to say she is correct there.—The Prisoner: 
Yes, sir, he knocked me down, because I asked him for maney to buy bread.— 
Complainant: Iadmit I gave her a blow between the eyes, It was my 
weakness, and Tam sorry for it, Idon’t wish you to be hard with her.— 
Alderman Carden: I must protect you against violence of this kind, Bunt 
you must recollect that in deserting yany wife and child you gave your wife 
great provocation,—The policeman who apprehended the prisoner said 
that she had complained to him af the dieaction of her husband, and he had 
advised application to the parish,—Tho Prisoner: Your worship looks upon 
him to be a very quiet sort of person, but, God bless es if you saw hen 
at home! (Laughter.) ~The Complainant (shaking his head, and in a very 
quiet ae Yea, your worship, L haye given her a knock or two now 
and then hetween the eyes, TE know it’s wrong, but then she does drink 
so, and Tean’t help it, there’s such qn occasion for it.—Alderman Carden; 
J willremand hor for q day ortwo, Jt ja evident that you donot perform your 
duty, but there ia no exorse foy her use of a desperate weapon,-—Remanded, 


ROBBING COHILDREN, 

At the Manslon-house, Sysan Hunns, a girl about sixteen years of age, 
was brought up, charged with having robbed several children of bundles of 
clothes in the etreat, The prisoner has been for a length of time in the 
habit of stapping Hitle boys and girls in the street, and getting from them 
Whatever bundles they carried.— fhe prisoner was committed upon four 
churges of robbery. 


THE SOI-DISANT COUNTESS OF CARLISLE, 

At Worship-street, on Saturday last, Catherine Wetherall, alins Wilday, a 
handsome-looking woman, of goud edueation and very imposing manners, 
Wall known at the west-end police courts, where she ia frequently figured 
upon various charges, under ber unwarrantablyeassumed title of ‘ Countess 
of Carlisle,” was charged before Mr. Arnold with having defrauded a cabman 
af his fare. The * countess” drave to the eourt in a eab on Friday, and, 
having by a goachman’s pat-tat-tut obtained sn introduetion through the 
magistrate’a private entranga, made a complaint against her san, who, she 
said, had unlawfully possessed himself of pawnhrokgr's duplicates and other 
documents af great value and importance to her, She alsa drave to the 
police-stations, and other places in the district, to procure her son’s arrest, 
but was at length detained herself, upon the charge of the cabman, whom she 
had no means of paying. The son, 4 gentlemanly young man, in midship- 
mnan’s dress, now attended voluntarily to explain the matter to the magis- 
trate. His maternal grandfather was Major Dawson, and one of his uncles 
a distinguished officerx, who was killed while leading the forlorn hope in an 
assault upon a fort, and his father, now deceased, also a meritorious officer. 
He was himself engaged in the naval service, when he had the mortifieation 
to learn that his mother was living in a depraved way, and charged with 
fraudulent practices at the west end of London, Upon his return lately, 
therefore, he felt himself justified in getting from her possession various 
documents, including duplicates for effeets which had belonged to his late 
father, The * countess”? was now recognised as having gome months back 
addressed to the magistrates of this court a well-written begging letter, by 
which she got a few shillings from the poor-box. Mr, Wilday, the son, now 
restored to her some of the pawnbroker’s duplicates which she clajmed.— 
The cabman then preferred his charge,--The defendant, in a flippant manner, 
said it was a mere debt, not within a magigtrate’s jurisdiction, but in that of 
a county court; and, moreover, that, as a married woman, she was not legally 
Hiable.—Mr. Arnold, however, told her she was entirely mistaken, Hep had 
jurisdiction, and ordered her either to pay 15s, d., ar ta stand cominitted 
for fourtcen daya.—The “ countess,” being unable to pay, was accordingly 
conveyed to prison, 

A WIFE BEATEN TO DEATH,

(last week), at three a’glogk. A week previously, between elaven and twelve 
o'clock, the prisoner went out, leaving the deceased without any money or 
food, when witness gave her some tea, He returned home at ning o’eloci: at 
night, when he complained of belng hungry, and deceased went out and 
brought in some coffee and bacon, &c., which he ate, On the next morning 
she waa in the same apartment with them, when the prisoner had his baby, 
kixteen mouths old, on his knee; the deceased was sugaring her tea, when 
he called her vile names, and kept throwing hot tea in the deceased's face, 
whenshe threw a mugful of tea over him, He linmediately rose up with the 
child on his right arm and kept hitting her on the throgt under her ear with 
his left clenched fiat, The deceased had no lett hand, whieh was a natural 
deformity, He hit her an the throat about a dozen tines, When witness got 
up and interfered to protect the degeased, She hoppened to have a knife in 
her hand at the time, which ahe pointed at the prisoner, and it deterred him 
fram continuing his blows. LHe then went down stairs with the child, and 
returned again in ahout three minutes, when he told Witness that bhe only 
had one quarter of an hour to prepare herself, Ye had seen a policeman, 
and he was coming up to turn her ent, The deceased Wai erying and 
holding her throat where the prisoner had strmak hev, Ie then weat our 
and came back af about three olglock in the afternoon, when deteased was 
washing, and he called witness and deceasad oOpprobrious yames, and heaped 
much abuse upon thom, ‘Chey remonstrated with him, and he threatened 
to turn witness out. He subsequently selgod her by the hair of her head 
and her wrists, and dragged her along the room, She struggled with him, 
and he tried to bite her, She beggvd of him to desist, when he threw her 
into the passage with great violenen, He again seized her by the hair of 
her head, and attempted to throw her down the stairs, The inthates of the 
house Were alarmed, aud came to her assistance, and through theiy inter- 
ference and remonstrance he desisted from further yiolence, On the 
following morning the deceased became very sick and lost her reagon, and 
ultimately died,—-Mrs, Ann Geary, a lodver in the same house, corroborated 
this evidence, and spoke as to the brutal conduer of the prisoner towards 
the deceased and the last Witness. —Bennett, a beadle of St. Pancras, here 
said that in consequence of information of the death of the woman, and the 
treatnent she had reecived, he communicated with Mr.Wakley, the coroner, 
who issued his precept for a coroner’s jury, which was held on Saturday 
evening, at the Guildford Arms, Guildford-strect, Brunswick-square, when 
they returned a verdict that “ the deceased died through congestion of 
the brain, she having On several ovcasions been cruelly beaten by her 
husband,”=-Myr, Combe inquired whether any doctor had been examined at 
the inquest.—He was answered in. the allirmative.—He said he should 
retnand the prisoner for the attendance of the doctor to vive his evidence. 
He was then conveyed to prison,—After a second examination, he was fully 
committed for trial—It was stated that the poor girl Carey was in the 
greatest distress, and was literally starving, when My. Combe humanely
